1 still 
used layaway but 1 had also joined a Christmas Sav¬ 
ing Club at Mutual Bank. 1 had deposited 50 cents a 
week so when December came, I got a $25 Christ¬ 
mas check from the bank. That took the panic out of 
shopping. 

When I was 16,1 got a job in the office of Kresge's 
5&10 store. 1 was able to get early dismissal from 
school (1:30) so I worked every afternoon, Monday 
and Friday evenings, all day Saturday— all that at 
65 cents an hour. Wow. 1 was able to join the $1 
Christmas Club and get a $50 check. 

Now 1 can dash through the malls, credit card in 
hand, with no panic. But you know, 1 don't think 1 
have ever bought another gift that gave me as much 
joy as that red chenille bathrobe 1 laid away for Mom. 
Merry Christmas to all!

House. The hot apple cider’and homemade cookies 


were wonderful, but even better were the bags of gifts 
we found. 

We always start with books and decided to give 
Wildflowers of the Mount Wilson Trails to our 
friends who hike in the local mountains.

Pet 

Corner 


Dear Dr. Tami, 


1 noticed a lump on my dog's skin over his chest area 
about a month ago. It doesn't seem to bother him 
and it hasn't gotten any bigger. How important is it 
that I haye it checked by a vet? 

Any new lumps and bumps should be checked by a 
veterinarian. Many times they are benign tumors or 
cysts. However, some are malignant or are locally 
invasive. Approximately twenty percent of all dogs 
will die from cancer. A veterinarian may be able to 
tell what the mass is by inserting a small needle into 
it and removing a few cells and examining them 
under a microscope. This is a very simple procedure 
that requires no ane.sthesia. If this is non-diagnostic 
than a larger section or all of the mass may need to 
be removed under anesthesia and then sent out to a 
laboratory for analysis. Any masses found inside the 
mouth or associated with mammary glands or any 
mass that is ulcerated or has come up suddenly, is 
firm and growing rapidly should be looked at 
immediately.

If you "forgot" to file your state income tax return 
for 1993, you should expect a "friendly" reminder 
from the state Franchise Tax Board (FTB). More than 
600,000 individuals are being contacted by FTB 
because they may have failed to file a 1993 state 
income tax return. Approximately 169,305 of these 
letters are being sent to residents of Los Angeles 
County. 

According to FTB, individuals with a total income 
of $8000 or more ($16,000 for a married couple) 
must file a tax return each year. Last year, Califor¬ 
nians filed nearly 14 million returns. 

FTB encourages those people who have fallen be¬ 
hind, either with filing returns or paying, to contact 
FTB for assistance in resolving the delinquency.

"With the special efforts of blood donors during 
Thanksgiving week. Red Cross was able to collect 
4620 units of blood," said J. Daniel Connor, princi¬ 
pal officer of the Red Cross Blood Services, South¬ 
ern California Region. "This was 106 percent ot our 
goal and enabled us to provide a good supplv to hos¬ 
pitals, but was not enough for Red Cross to continue 
resupplying hospitals at adequate levels." 

Red Cross reports that this has been a partieularlv 
difficult year for blood collections, w ith the number 
of people donating down nearly the whole year. 
Year-end is expected to be even more critical because 
it is a traditionally low collection period and could 
result in one of the most severe shortages ever, the 
principal officer said. 

Those who gave blood Thanksgiving week will 
not be eligible to donate during the year-ejtd.bolidg,v 
period because donors may give blood only everv 56 
days. "But there are thousands of others who will be 
able to donate, and we will need every one of them." 
Connor said. 

Donors will be especially needed during the pe¬ 
riod Dec. 19 through Jan. 9. Those eligible to be 
volunteer blood donors must be age 17 or older, 
weigh at least 1 10 pounds, be healthy and not at risk 
forHIV/AIDS.
